Soviet efforts to 
recruit Mr. Wynne for espion- 
age and Western efforts to 
make their contacts appear like 
a back-market conspiracy, at 
worst, also figured sorpehowj 
in the -story, Mr. Wynne, sug- 
gested, but he ' k<p>t, plugging 
hi s own book whenever the in- 
terview threatened to become, 
interesting.

Wynne said that, in 
more than 50 meetings with 
Penkovsky, the colonel never 
mentioned the secret diary by 
which he allegedly wanted one 
day to reveal, and justify his 
treason to the world.

in a secret diary. Some officials; 
believe that British and Amer- 
ican intelligence services cre- 
ated the memoir fro-m the rec- 
ord of their three interroga- 
tions of Penkovsky in London] 
and Paris during his 16-month i 
career as a spy. 

The C.I.A. is- known to have 
qbecked the book "for security” 
jgid, according to Mr. Glbney, i

obtained the papers already] 
translated, from Peter Deriabin, j 
a defector from Soviet intelli- 1 
gence, whose present job and!

Mr. Gibney would not describe 
the original manuscript except 
.to say that it consisted of sov-’ 
eral hundred pages, mostly type- 1 
written, plus pictures of Pen- 
kovsky and photocopies of per- 
sonal documents, including his 
Communist party membership 
card, which appe.ir in the book. 
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
